The following is al 
partial) list: — Native Spruce, 
Jack Pine, Russian Poplar, Narrow- 
leaved Poplar, Alberta Cottonwood, 
Manitoba Maple, Golden Willow, 
Red Bark Willow, White Willow, 
Laurel-leaved Willow. 

After naming the above list, the 
report goes on to say ‘‘It isby no 
means an exhausted list and it may 
be found that many of the species 
not. mentioned will prove to be 
hardy. We have included only 
such as we can mention with abso- 
lute confidence. It would be un- 
fort.inate, however, if all purchasers 
confined themselves to this list. 
It is a good idea trying a few novel- 
ties in the form of trees, shubs or 
flowers, each year, by way of ex- 
periment. 

Other shrubs, not
